hooueth vs in the feare ol God, made due pꝛepa⸗ 
ration of all good meanes, to put on our Ar⸗ 
mour, and goe to the en with bended knees,

and ſo it feltout , that while-Moſesheld vp his 
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and penitent hearts, ſtrengthened with Faith, 
to call by feruent pꝛaper foꝛ His helpe and pzo- 
tection, that couereth our heads in the day of 
battell,giueth victozy to Rings, pꝛotecteth Pig 
fatthfull,and neuer kalleth them that faithfully 
call vpon him in the time ok neceſlitie ?

we but as Graſhoppers in compariſon of them; 
pet Feare them not (faith God) I will goe before * Num. 13. 
you. Is it the multitude of their holls? But 219 14:

ſands by a few hundreds. Js it their iopnt and 
vnited koꝛces?

But either, 
hee will dzaw * Senacherib backe from war- 
ring againſt Iſrael, by a rumour of warres be⸗ 
gun in the bowelsof his owne kingdome, 02 
elle, if they will-needes battell, hee will hale 
them on thereunto to their owne deſtruction. Ioſh. 1. 
Js it becauſe no man can tell, when there 
ſhall come deliuerance? But hee can doe this 
to dur aſtonichment, _ wee can. thinke
